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Biographies 


Steven Woomert joined the Toronto Symphony Orchestra as 
Associate Principai Trumpet in the 2014- 2015 season upon 
compieting his Artist’s Dipioma at the Gienn Gouid Schooi of The 
Royai Gonservatory in Toronto, Ontario. He was the winner of the 
2013 Internationai Trumpet Guiid Orchestrai Excerpts Oompetition 
whiie studying with TSO Principai Trumpet Andrew McOandiess at 
the Gienn Gouid Schooi. Recent orchestrai experience inciudes 
performances with the New Worid Symphony, Indianapoiis 
Symphony, Gaigary Phiiharmonic Orchestra, Thunder Bay 
Symphony Orchestra, and the Givic Orchestra of Ghicago. 

A native of Toronto, Steven began his musicai studies at age 5 
on the vioiin and added trumpet studies at age 11. As a student, 
he pursued many performance opportunities such as the Toronto 
Symphony Youth Orchestra, in which he won the 2008 Toronto 
Symphony Youth Orchestra Goncerto Oompetition. 

Steven compieted his Bacheior of Music degree at 
Northwestern University, where he studied with Barbara Butier, 
Gharies Geyer, and Ghristopher Martin. Whiie at Northwestern, 
he was a member of the schooi’s entry that won First Prize in the 
Ensembie Division at the 2012 Nationai Trumpet Competition. 
Steven has participated in many prestigious ensembies, 
inciudingthe Nationai Youth Orchestra of Canada; Nationai 
Academy Orchestra; Banff Festivai Orchestra; Nationai Orchestrai 
Institute, University of Maryiand; Nationai Repertory Orchestra, 
Breckenridge, Coiorado; and Spoieto Festivai USA, Charieston, 
South Caroiina. 

Steven enjoys coiiaborating musicaiiy with his father 
Barton, and they are currentiy undertaking an exciting project 
commissioning and recording new works for two trumpets. 

James Gardiner is a member of the trumpet section of the 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra. He has studied at the University 
of Toronto, Royai Conservatory of Music and Banff, and has 
appeared as guest with the Caigary Phiiarmonic, Hannaford Street 
Siiver Band and Symphony Nova Scotia. He is a facuity member at 
the University of Toronto’s Facuity of Music. 

Audrey Good joined the Toronto Symphony Orchestra in 2011. 
Previousiy, she was a member of the Sarasota Orchestra for 
two seasons and the Charieston Symphony Orchestra for one 
season. She occasionaiiy traveis to perform as substitute with 
such orchestras as the Houston Symphony, the San Diego 
Symphony, the Buffaio Phiiharmonic Orchestra, and the Atianta 
Symphony Orchestra. Ms. Good aiso enjoys traveiing the worid 
with the Four Hornsmen of the Apocaiypse horn quartet, which 
recentiy appeared as contributing artists at the 43rd Internationai 
Horn Symposium, and as the resident ensembie at the 41st 
symposium. They reieased their first CD, entitied Intuitions, in 
June 2013. 

In addition to performing, Ms. Good enjoys teaching at the 
University of Toronto and aiso maintains a smaii private studio. 

Originaiiy from Champaign, liiinois, Ms. Good graduated with a 
Bacheior of Music degree from the University of liiinois under the 
instruction of Dr. Kazimierz Machaia, after which she studied with 
Wiiiiam VerMeuien at Rice University in Houston, Texas. 

Vanessa Fralickjoined the Toronto Symphony Orchestra 
as Associate Principai Trumpet in 2013. Prior to her current 
position, Ms. Fraiick piayed three seasons as Acting Associate 


Principai Trombone of the St. Louis Symphony. She won her first 
orchestrai position with the San Antonio Symphony in 2009, whiie 
pursuing her Master’s degree at The Juiiiiard Schooi with Joseph 
Aiessi of the New York Phiiharmonic. Ms. Fraiick compieted her 
undergraduate degree at the University of Toronto, studying 
with Jeffrey Haii and Gordon Woife, and at McGiii University with 
James Box. She has performed with major orchestras in Montreai, 
Maiaysia, Utah, and Jacksonviiie, and with the Boston Symphony 
and Boston Pops orchestras. She piayed two summers in the 
prestigious Verbier Festivai Orchestra in Switzeriand, and has 
attended the Tangiewood Music Center as weii as the 2012 Aiessi 
Trombone Seminar in Itaiy. 

As a soioist, Vanessa Fraiick has won first prize in severai 
major competitions, inciudingthe 2012 Eiora Festivai 
Competition, 2011OSM Standard Life Competition, and 2010 
Susan Siaughter Internationai Soio Brass Competition, where she 
aiso performed as a guest artist at the Internationai Women’s 
Brass Conference. In 2009, she won concerto competitions at 
Juiiiiard and at the Music Academy of the West in Santa Barbara, 
Caiifornia, winning the chance to perform the Grondahi Trombone 
Concerto in concert with both orchestras. Ms. Fraiick is an 
aiumna of the Toronto Symphony Youth Orchestra, Nationai Youth 
Orchestra, and the Nationai Academy Orchestra of Canada. She 
occasionaiiy piays aiongside her brass-piaying parents in the 
Niagara Symphony Orchestra in her hometown of St. Catharines, 
ON. 

A Michigan native, Mark Tetreault studied with Wes Jacobs 
of the Detroit Symphony Orchestra, and then continued his 
work at the New Engiand Conservatory of Music in Boston with 
Thompson Hanks. Whiie in Boston, Mark was an active free-iance 
performer, piaying with the New Hampshire Phiiharmonic, the 
Portiand Symphony, the Boston Civic Symphony, the Cantabrigia 
Brass Quintet, the Feiiowship Orchestra of the Berkshire Music 
Festivai at Tangiewood and the Spoieto Festivai Orchestra. 

After graduation, Mr. Tetreauit Joined the Jacksonviiie (Fiorida) 
Symphony Orchestra, where he worked untii coming to Toronto in 
1986. 

Mark is Director of Symphonic Services for the Canadian 
Office of the American Federation of Musicians. Working from 
the Toronto Office, Mark provides service to AFM Locais and 
orchestras from Haiifax, Nova Scotia to Victoria, British Coiumbia. 
His duties inciude negotiation of coiiective agreements, 
assistance in dispute resoiutions, representation at industry and 
union conferences and seminars, assistance to AFM Locais, and 
maintaining resources of information for bargaining and of best 
orchestrai practices. 

Mark was a founding deiegate of the Regionai Orchestra 
Piayers Association and has served as a Director and iater as 
Secretary of the Toronto Musicians’ Association, AFM Locai 149. 

Mark is married to vioiinist Lesiie Dawn Knowies, who is the 
fiddier in the Ontario-based band Hometown Biuegrass, as weii as 
being a iong-tenured member of the Toronto Symphony 1st vioiin 
section. Together they have a iarge famiiy of beautifui, bright and 
taiented chiidren and cuddiy cats. 

In his free time, Mark enjoys skiing, hiking and piaying with his 
kids.
